Not all persons 
can be superintendents and teachers, 
but every disciple, if he is a true dis- 
ciple, must be a learner. Now if it is 
the duty of every member of the con- 
gregation to be at Sunday school, how 
much more is it the duty of the offi 
cers of 'the church to be there. They 
who are to tie as eyes and hands to the 
pastor, who are to go before the flock 
by way of Christian example, how 
necessary it is for them to be present 
at Sunday school in order that they 
may be an example to the flock. How 
can they fulfil their obligations when 
they neglect this important work?

ments in successful Sunday school 
work, 


Sunday School Woflters: — All public 


works and railroads must have » 
superintendent, so, too, tbe Sunday 
school. And as it takes one who is ac- 
quainted with the work in order k 
make a good superintendent of public 
works or railroads, so, too, in the Sun- 
day school the superintendent must 
understand the work if he would be a 
success. But such a man is not always 
at hand, hence we must select one who 
is willing to learn and one who 
is interested in the work, one who has 
good common sense. Often a woman 
would make a better superintendent 
than a man, and in this century we may 
come more and more to realize this 
fact and elect women to this position. 
After having a good superintendent 
we must have good teachers. There 
should he a class of adults who are 
taught by the pastor or by some one 
who is earnest and then the teachers 
should be selected from that class. If 
that is not possible let there be an 
evening during the week get apart for 
teachers' meetings and let the pastor 
instruct them. A good teacher must 
have tact and be in earnest, regular in 
attendance and have a personal ac- 
quaintance with each scholar. 
The 


parents should be Sunday school work- 
ers. They should 
coma to Sunday 


school and bring their children there, 
they should study and carefully pre- 
pare the lessons in the home and try 
to carry out in their lives the teach- 
ing of the lessons. If parents remain 
away from Sunday school after a while 
their children will also remain away. 
Let all think of their influence for 
good or for evil and then strive to 
make it only for good. 


Sunday 
School in 
Session.'— What 


should be the nature of Sunday school 
music ? It should be praise and wor- 
ship. Such songs as "Hold the Fort," 
"I Want to be an Angel," "There is a 
Happy Land Far, Far Away," should 
not be used in the Sunday school 
because they give the child a wrong 
impression. Nor should we use music 
chat makes us feel like beating timu 
with our feet, in such music there is 
more heel music than soul music. Our 
best hymns are an address to the Cre- 
ator or a praise of His wondrous 
works. We should use hymns that are 
not too difficult and that can be under- 
stood by the children as well as the 
adult. Use new hymns and new tunes. 
True, there are some old hymns that 
never wear out, but do not use these 
all the time. 


'the Bible— Its Relation to Oie Sim&ii/ 


School awl tlte Home : — The lesson leaf 
has driven the Bible almost altogether 
out of some Sunday schools. Bat this 
should not be the case; the Bible 
should be in the hands of every 
scholar in the intermediate and ad- 
vanced classes. Often when a schol- 
ar is asked to look for a passage 
in Deuteronomy he 
will look 
in 


the New Testament first, then turn 
to the beginning of the Bible and 
hunt, book after book, till he finds it. 
This shows a lack of Bible knowledge. 
Get acquainted with the books of the 
Bible then use your Bible for reading 
the references and intervening pas- 
sages in your homes and then bring 
your Bibles with you to Sunday school 
and use them. Parents, when you get 
a Bible for your child do not select one 
with small print. You will get the 
child to hate the Bible because the 
print injures and hurts his eyes. On 
the other hand, do not get one from 
three to six or eight inches thick, 
for that will only be used as an 
ornament, but buy one that can be 
handled and studied. One reason that 
there is so much ignorance of Bible 
truths is that parents either get too 
small or too large a Bible. In reading

Information from the treasury depart- 
ment shows a growing disposition on 
the part of the island of Jamaica to 
trade with the United States until now 
we have the bulk of the island's com- 
merce. 
The facts and figures given 


out have an added interest because 
Jamaica is a British colony and the 
data comes from the British colonial 
report. The value of exports shows a 
constant increase from the island to 
the United States and where Great 
Britain has almost a third of the 
Jamaican exports in 1896 she gets now 
less than one-fifth, Americans taking 
the rest. Her imports to the island 
are also decreasing steadily in propor- 
tion to the volume of trade which the 
United States gains. 


Another trade gain for this country 


is shown in the latest advance sheets 
of consular reports obtained from the 
state department. One of them shows 
the largest single item of trade be- 
tween our country and Korea is kero- 
sene, which for the past year amount- 
ed to almost a million dollars. The 
Americans have lately been annoyed 
by the importation of inferior oil into 
Korea in the tins and cases in which 
their own product had bean imported 
into Japan. 
Orientals have no re- 


spect for unregistered trade marks or 
laws against adulteration, so the only 
redress is to employ reliable agents 
and to maintain a strict surveillance 
over them.

majesty, "Glory to God in the highest. 
Peace on earth, good will to men." 
How bewildering to the entire globe 
must this despatch have been, which 
was more than the realization of 
Great Britain's immortal post, "The 
earth is girdled around in less than 40 
minutes." 
Even in that moment of 


jubilant success who could have imag- 
ined the grand possibilities of this un- 
seen power which, at no distant day, 
was to realize in its fulness the brother- 
hood of man and the Fatherhood of God? 
Along the ocean's surface for thous- 
ands of miles the dark angel of death 
rides abroad on the storm, in the Atlan 
tic, its tempest; in the Indian seas, a 
typhoon. Along the great plain of the 
west the cyclone leaves destruction i 
its track, but way down in the depths 
of the ocean, where the gnomes guard 
the ocean cable, all is peace. Nothing 
impedes the way of this ocean Mercury 
as he sweeps through sea and land 
Never to be seen, always to be felt, 
sleeping or waking, we now begin 
to 
realize that this dread power 


is the arbiter of life and death, day by 
day. 
When we had manacled the 


dread messenger and loaded him with 
chains we thought we had made him 
our slave for all coming time and not 
until that tremendous day when the 
archangel shall pronounce the fiat 
that time is ended and eternity begun 
shall it be loosed from the chains 
that bind it, for then the countless 
host of spirits that gather around the 
Great White Throne shall need no ser- 
vants and no slaves. 


Having accomplished this we thought 


we had reached the limit of eterna! 
perfection. 
"Man proposes but God 


disposes." 
The idol of yesterday is 


the bondman of to-day; not untr 
time's limit is reached shall the jewel 
perfection, be found. 
Lo and behold 


a new temple is raised where Chimbo- 
razo's heights pierce the sky, for the 
swiftest messenger that God has given 
to His children is now the idol of the 
passing hour and Marconi, with his 
wireless telegraph, 
has solved the 


mystery of the ages. 
What is this 


mysterious precursor and where will i 
lead us ? To a clearer conception o 
the mysterious power that men eal 


God. 
But, standing, as it were, by 


the portals of eternity, we pause; thi 
subject is too great at present for 
mortal ken, but the revelation wil 
come in the fulness of time. We mus 
leave the mysteries of the great here 
after, as we are compelled to meet and 
face the various problems that sur 
round us and which are parts of our 
daily life. 
Here in this busy mar 


where millions are struggling for the 
necessities of our daily life a strike 
shakes the globe; the clouds which 
seemed dark and impenetrable now 
appear to give promise of brighte- 
end. I am asked, What is your opin 
ion of the great problem that shakes 
the earth between labor and capital ? 
My opinion is simple and 
honest 


Firstly, I believe the honest workman 
should be independent; he should have 
the inalienable privilege of disposing 
of his own capital without let or bin 
drance from any man. It matters 
little to me what you call this irre 
sponsible and savage ruler, I care no' 
if he is the owner of millions or i 
laborer like myself who works for his 
daily bread. I only ask the right that 
my fellow laborer claims for himself 
He is no longer the advocate of free 
clom who refuses to give me the rights 
he claims for himself. He is a ehea' 
and a fraud, and he becomes the stern 
est and severest dictator that the Al 
mighty has permitted to become a 
ruler among men. 


There are three forms of human gov 


ernment. The first is democracy, pure 
and simple, where a majority of the 
people rule. 
The nest is a limited 


monarchy, where the power is sharec 
by the people. They hold the publii 
purse and regulate the expenditures o 
the state, supply the army and navi 
and judges of the superior courts 
The king or queen, however, holds 
power to veto the actions of a simple 
majority, but an action which will cal 
to its support the votes of two-thirds 
of the people prevents the veto power 
in the hands of the king or queen 
from overriding the popular will. The 
third is despotism, where the will o: 
one man overrides and crushes to 
earth the rights of the millions whom 
he governs. When, as in a democracy 
a corrupted majority establishes its 
power on the foundation that the 
minority has no rights which a major- 
ity is bound to respect, it then becomes 
the cruelest despotism ever reeognizec 
as government among men. 


In one sense we are forced to admit 


that there never was or never will be 
such a thing as equality among men 
or if it ever did exist it began and end- 
ed at the hour of birth. There are 
physical and mental differences among 
the people of every land. Millions are 
born rich and more than equal num- 
bers are born miserably poor. One is 
physically a giant, the other a miser- 
able, ill shapen dwarf. What absurd- 
ity to talk of equality among these 
conditions! So we will dismiss that 
subject from further 
notice. 
This 


nation is called upon to perform a 
duty of the most vital importance to 
its future life. 
Stand by the right. 


Do that which tells you the way to 
lead to a better life. 


Never had any nation a fairer chance 


for a life of honorable prosperity. 
the nation pledge itself to protect the 
weak, to stand by the right, and if 
necessary to die in its defense.

A DASH TO CAPE SABINE. 


Rear-Adm'ral Schlcr'ft Heroic Re§cne oC 


the Greely Expedition. 


Three years before (August, 1891), 


Greely, with twenty-five men, in ac- 
ordnnce with international agree- 
ment, had been sent to establish a 
meteorological observation station at 
Jady Franklin bay, it being under- 
itood that supplies and food would be 
lent him each year. 
This was not 


done. 
Public opinion now forced 


congress to act, and the president was 
empowered to find Greely or learn Us 
ate. The task was assumed, for the 
navy, by Secretary Chandler, who, with 
characteristic energy, promptly secured 
two vessels suited to the work, the 
British government contributing a 
third. To command the rescue B2et,he 
selected Commander Schley, assuring 
the officer in his letter of appoint- 
ment that "full confidence is felt that 
yon have both the capacity and cour- 
age, guided by discretion, necessary to 
do all that can be required ol you by 
the department or the nation for the 
rescue of our imprisoned countrymen " 


The entire planning of the expedi- 


tion and its equipment was left wholly 
to Sehley, although he had never be- 
fore been in the Arctic regions. 
By 


way of further impetus, congress saw 
fit to offer a re ward of 925,000 to any 
person not in the naval or military 
service of the Udited States who 
should rescue the Sreely party or dis- 
cover its fate. That inaugurated a 
race between the navy ships and the 
Arctic whalers. The former won by a 
hundred miles—and on June 32 found 
the Greely camp near Cape Sabine, in 
Ellesraere Land, with Greely and six 
of his men barely alive. 


This date was a month earlier than 


the waters of the vicinity had ever 
been navigated,or have been navigated 
since. After the ice pack was reached 
Sehley, in the words of one of the 
Greely survivors, "spent his time at 
the masthead in the crow's-nest, a 
barrel-like affair, with just room to 
stand up in; and he did not go down 
in the cabin for warm meals, but had 
his cold victua's hauled up to him." 


Schley got back to the United States 


in July, to receive a magnificent recep 
lion from the North Atlantic squad 


ron, 
assembled at Portsmouth. 
Hon 


ors poured in on him. The navy de 
partment officially thanked and eon 
gratulated him, the Maryland legisla 
ture thanked him and voted him a 
gold chronometer, the Massachusetts 
Humane society sent him its meda 
and the geographers gave the name o 
"Schley Land" to a wide territory 
west of Cape Sabine. Meanwhile, the 
president ordered him to New York 
and after personally receiving him 
ended a graceful speech of eomplimen 
with the word1-: "And, Captain Schley 
in further recognition of your achieve 
inent, I shall nominate you to be th 
chief of the bureau of equipment o 
the navy." 


"But, Mr. President," blurted ou 


the astonished Schley, whose highes 
expectation of anything tangible fro 
the government was perhaps a com 
inand in the Mediterranean, "I didn' 
suppose—that is—well, I don't thinl 
I've merited such a reward as that." 


"That is a matter, captain," repliei 


the president, "of which 
you wil 


permit me to judge."

Not many Americans know that 


Hiram H. Grant was the eighteenth 
jresidentof the United States. Yet it 
a true, for "Ulysses Simpson" was 
lever legally the name of our greatest 
general. 
This interesting fact 
is 


nought out by Franklin B. Wiley in 
he Ladies' Home Journal for Septem- 
ber, in "Famous People as We Do Not 
Enow Them." The story of how it 
same about was told by a member of 
Bongress — Thomas L. Hamer — who 
recommended young Grant as a candi- 
date for West Point in 1S39. Mr. 
Hamer had long been a friend of the 
•rrants, but when be came to make out 
;he application papers for Ulysses he 
conld not recall the boy's full name. 
So, deciding that he was doubtless 
named for his mother's family, he 
wrote it "Ulysses Simpson Grant." 
Thus was it recorded at West Point, 
and though the attention of the of- 
icials was several times called to the 
error they did not feel authorized to 
correct it. This name was gradually 
idopted, and by it Grant was, and 
always will be, known. But as for 
any record of the birth of "Ulysses 
Simpson Grant," that does not exist.

Population By Sex. 


According to a bulletin issued by the 


census bureau there are slightly more 
females than males in the state of New 
York. The percentage is 50 3 females 
to 49.7 males. Out of a total popula- 
tion of 7,268,894 there are 3,014,780 
males and 3,554,114 females. 
Of the 


total population of the state 1,900,425, 
or 26.1 per cent., are foreign born, and 
112,013, or 1 5 percent., colored. Of the 
colored people 99,232 are negroes, 7,710 
Chinese, 354 Japanese and 5,257 Indians. 
New York city has 1,067,660 native 
males and 1,099,463 native females. 
In 


New York city there were 
638,045 for 


eign born males and 632,035 foreign 
born females. In the entire city there 
were 33,587 colored males and 33,717 
females. 


Nine hundred and forty-one thous- 


and seven hundred and sixty of the 
;otal population of New Jersey are 
males and 941, 909 females, the total 
population being 1,883,669. 
The for- 


eign born residents in the census year 
numbered 431,884, or 22 9 per cent. The 
colored population was 71,352, or 3 8 
per cent.

Tubercnloals. 


One of the most important epochs in 


the history of medicine was the discov- 
ery of the tubercle bacillus by Prof. Rob' 
ert Koch, of Berlin, for when the cause 
of consumption was known the meth 
ods of combating it became clear. 
We 


now know that consumption is not he 
reditary or incurable, but is spread by 
germs in the sputum of those suffering 
from the disease. Professor Koch at 
the recent congress on tuberculosis in 
London made an address, now pub 
lished in the current number of the 
Popular Science Monthly, explaining 
very clearly the methods that are feasi 
ble for combating the disease. 
He 


holds that heredity counts for almos 
nothing and, from his recent experi 
merits, that tuberculosis is rarely i 
ever communicated from the lowe 
animals. The chief method that mus 
be used is the isolation, so far as pos 
tible, of consumptive patients, placing 
them in hygienic surroundings, am 
particularly where they will not com 
municate their disease to others. In 
the course of his address Professo 
Koch especially praised the method em 
ployed by Dr. Hermann M. Biggs in 
New York city, where deaths from con 
sumption have by sanitary regulation 
been reduced by 30 per cent, in fifteen 
years.

ground, forming a sponge which hoard 
the bounty of the clouds and sends i 
forth in clear perennial streams in 
stead of allowing it to rush headlong 
in short-lived, destructive floods. Evap 
oration is also checked and the ai 
kept still in the shady Sequoia depths 
while thirsty robber winds are shu 
out. 
The value of these forests in 


storing and dispensing the bounty o 
the mountain clouds is infinitely great 
er than lumber or sheep. To the dwell 
ers of the plain, dependent on irriga 
t!on, the big tree is a tree of life, a 
never failing spring, sending living 
water to the lowlands all through the 
hot, rainless summer. For every grove 
cut down a stream is dried up. There 
fore all California is crying, "Save th< 
trees of the fountains !" nor, judging 
by the signs of the times, is it likely 
that the cry will cease until the salva 
tion of all that is left of Sequoia 
Gigantea is sure.

Taking them otherwise, such as by 
seine, would be regarded by the fisher- 
men bore as a great wrong. The fish- 
ing is all done in tents, the tents being 
about six feet long, nve feet wide and 
high enough for a man to stand up in 
them. 


These tents are covered with cloth, 


heated by a stove and lighted usually 
by a lantern. I have known the tem- 
perature of my teat to vary, however, 
60 degrees within ten minutes during a 
cold day. 


A hole about six feet long and eight 


inches wide is cut in the ice and the 
tent set lengthwise of this. Six lines 
attached to a pole fastened to the 
platos of the tent bang into the water 
nearly eight inches apart. These lines 
during fishing hours are always kept in 
motion. 


The way the fishermen handle these 


lines, how they can bait the hooks and 
slat smelts, when, as they say, they 
are "taking holt," is certainly wonder- 
ful. 1 have known one man to catch 
100 pounds in less than one hour. This 
means at least 1,000 fish, or about 17 a 
minute. One smelter has been known 
to catch 500 pounds during one tide's 
fishing. 


Some have made ?25 to $30 a day and 


others $200 in a few weeks. But these 
big catches are only made by those ex- 
pert in fishing. The chances are that 
a green hand would starve the first 
winter if dependent wholly on what 
fish he caught.
